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Introduction 

This colorful collection of crocheted 
animals is aimed at both adults 
and children. The projects featured 
are suitable for both adventurous 
beginners and advanced crafters 
and are all fun to crochet as an ideal 
keepsake or gift. 

The projects are crocheted mainly in 
DK (CYCA 3) yarns; your choice of 
colors and textures can be varied to 
create a unique piece of work. The 
majority of the projects are worked 
in rounds or rows of single crochet; 
details such as markings and feathers 
are usually worked separately and 
may feature other crochet stitches. 

The individual character of each animal 
is defined by its features. You can 



make the animals as cute and friendly 
or as fierce and ferocious as you 
like, simply by changing the size 
and position of the eyes on the face. 

Buttons and beads are used in some 
of the projects, but the eyes can be 
worked in French knots or crocheted 
discs instead if the animal is intended 
for babies or young children. 

Many of the designs of these wild 
animals were Inspired by illustrations 
found in old children's books. Starting 
off with just a couple of balls of yarn 
and a crochet hook, you can create 
a fascinating creature from scratch 
with a unique story of its very own.

How to make Camel 

The camel is worked in single crochet 
throughout. The body is crocheted in 
continuous rounds; the hump is shaped 
by increasing and then decreasing 
stitches over the length of the top of the 
back. The neck is continued from the 
body, but worked in rows rather than 
rounds. Increasing the center stitches and 
decreasing the stitches at the edges forms 
the curve in the neck. The head and the 
legs are crocheted in continuous rounds. 
The ears are made up of two identical 
pieces, each worked in rows and then 
joined by crocheting the last row of each 
piece together at the same time. The 
camel is finished with a tasseled tail and 
embroidered features. 



Starting at the tip of the nose, with 
C/2-D/3 hook and A, wind yarn around 
a finger a couple of times to form a ring, 
insert the hook, catch the yarn, and draw 
back through the ring.

How to make Elephant 

Each piece is worked in rounds. - 
the shaping is done by increasing arc 
decreasing stitches. The head, tusks, body, 
and legs are stuffed and then stitched 
together. The ears are flattened and the 
open edge joined by working a single 
crochet into both stitches from each side 
at the same time. Alternatively, they can be 
sewn together by hand. The corner of each 
ear is turned and stitched down to shape 
before sewing to the head. The front and 
back legs are all made to the same pattern. 
The eyes are crocheted discs, while the 
tail is made from a crocheted cord with a 
tassel attached at the end.

How to make Fox 

Single crochet is used for most of Fox except 
the bib, which incorporates half double and 
double stitches. Head, body, and eye patches 
are worked in continuous rounds of single 
crochet with shaping formed by increasing 
the stitches. The tail is shaped with extra 
stitches added on just one side, aeating a 
different curved effect. Legs are straight 
tubes crocheted in continuous rounds. The 
ears are made in rows, turning the work 
instead of continuing around it. The features 
are embroidered, with beads for eyes.

How to make Snake 

The jaw and mouth are crocheted in pieces 
and joined to form the finished head.

The neck is shaped by 
decreasing stitches and the head is sewn 
on to the open end.

He doesn’t have pigmented 
skin cells to do it for him though, so you need to turn him inside out through his mouth 
(see far right). Any shades of yarn can be combined to make this interesting lizard.

How to make Chameleon 

Each piece is made in two colorways. T'^e 
eyes and legs are crocheted in rounds, wh:.e 
the head and body are worked in ro\,vs of 
single crochet. The ridges going over the 
head and down the back are produced 
by working a single crochet into the post 
of the previous ridged stitch. The front 
and back pieces of each color are joined 
together at the end with the tail, which is 
worked in rounds. The two colored body 
pieces are joined by crocheting into each 
stitch of both pieces at the same time. 
Batting is used to help smooth out the 
body as the legs and tail of one colorway 
fills the Inside. The sides of the front and 
back of the body are crocheted together, 
leaving the mouth open so the chameleon 
can be turned inside out to change the 
color. Finally, the eyes and legs are stitched 
to the head and body.

Stuff the lower leg and foot, using the end 
of the crochet hook to push the stuffing 
down, keeping them soft so they are 
flexible enough to be tucked back easily 
into the chameleon when it is turned 
inside out to change color. 

Upper leg 

Rejoin yarn to the remaining 10 sts of 
round 5 at the elbow and work 1 1 rounds 
of 1 sc in each sc. Fasten off, leaving 
a length of yarn at the end. Stuff the 
upper leg. 



Legs 

Divide for foot 
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Upper leg 



Work 11 rounds for front legs 
and 14 rounds for back legs 
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Joining the two colors 



Back legs (make 2 in A and 2 in B) 

Starting at the elbow, with B/1-C/2 hook, 
wind yarn around a finger a couple of 
times to form a ring, insert the hook, catch 
the yarn and draw back through the ring. 
Next: Work rounds 1-28 as for front legs. 
Foot 

Work as for front legs. 

Upper leg 

Rejoin yarn to the remaining 10 sts of 
round 5 at the elbow and work 14 rounds 
of 1 sc in each sc. Si st to next st and 
fasten off leaving a long length of yarn 
at the end. Stuff the upper leg.

Finishing 

Stuff the tail, pushing it in through the 
narrow end with the crochet hook and filling 
it from the wider end as well. Keep it soft 
enough to roll up easily. Thread the length 
of yarn left after fastening off the tail onto 
a blunt-ended darning needle and thread 
through the last round of stitches, draw 
up to gather and stitch to secure. Curl the 
tail under at the end, stitching it down as 
you roll it for around the first 10in (25cm). 
Repeat for the other colored piece. 

Join the two colored body pieces 

Cut the batting to the shapes of the front 
and the back pieces excluding the tail and 
the casque. They don't have to be exact 
and a perfect fit. Lay out the back and front 
in A with wrong side facing up. Place the 
batting on the top and then lay the wrong 
side of the piece in B over the batting. Pin in 
place, matching the rows (see photograph 
at top of opposite page). Using C/2-D/3 
hook and A, rejoin the yarn to the center of 
the top lip. With the body in yarn A facing 
you, work 1 sc into the stitches at the end 
of each row of both pieces at the same 
time to join. Insert the hook first into the 
body worked in A and then into the body 
worked in B and work down the 61 stitches 
of one side of the back to the tail, 37 sts 
down the front, work 1 sc into each of the 
44 stitches of the lower jaw and then up 
the 37 stitches of the other side of the front 
and the 61 stitches of the other side of the 
back. SI St into the first sc and fasten off. 
Weave in the ends. (240 sts.) 




Cut triangular-shaped pieces of batting 
to fit inside each casque. Put a couple 
of folded pieces of batting together for 
each to help them stand and sew each 
side of the opening together in matching 
yarn to close. 

Join front to back 



Eyes 

Push the eyeballs into each eye socket. 
With the length of yarn left after fastening 
off the eye socket, stitch the lower edges 
together. Stuff the eyes and sew in place 
to the head, stitching all around the lower 
edges to attach them securely. 




Fold the body over, with yarn A facing 
out and B on the inside. Rejoin yarn A to 
the tail end and, with front facing, work 
1 sc into each of the next 39 sc of both 
the front and back at the same time to 
join, inserting the hook under both loops 
of each stitch and finishing at the mouth. 
Continue working 1 sc into each of the 
next 44 sc of the top lip only and then 
join the other side of the body, working 
1 sc into each of the next 39 sc of both 
the front and back at the same time to join 
as before. Fasten off. Rejoin yarn A to the 
remaining stitches on the lower lip and, 
with the inside of the mouth facing you, 
work 1 sc into each of the next 40 stitches. 
Change to B/1-C/2 hook and work 1 sc 
into each of the 44 sc around the top lip 
and then into the 40 sc around the lower 
lip. SI St to the first sc, fasten off and 
weave in the ends. 



Legs 

With the lengths of yarn left after 
fastening off at the feet, run a gathering 
stitch through the last rounds at the 
openings, draw up to close and work a 
few stitches through to secure. Sew the 
legs in place, just above the line of single 
crochet that joins the front and back of the 
body, stitching all around the open end. 



Changing color 

To change the color of the chameleon, 
reach into the mouth and grasp hold of 
the tail inside. Carefully fold back the 
head, bringing the tail to the outside. Tuck 
in the legs that are going back into the 
body as it is turned right side out. Fold 
the mouth down and pull into shape. 
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Getting started 

When starting a project, read the list of materials required at the beginning 
of the pattern. This will give you the size of hook and amount of yarn, 
as well as other items that are needed to make each animal. 



Gauge 

Checking the gauge before starting a 
project is vital, as this will affect the size 
and look of the finished piece. The gauge 
is the number of rounds or rows and 
stitches per square inch or centimeter of 
crocheted fabric. 

Using the same size hook and stitch that 
the gauge has been measured over in 
the pattern, work a sample of around 5in 
(12.5cm) and then smooth it out on a flat 
surface. Place a ruler horizontally across 
the work and mark 4in (10cm) with pins. 
Count the number of stitches between the 
pins, including half stitches. This will give 
you the gauge of stitches. 




Stitches 



Hooks 



Measure the gauge of rounds/rows by 
placing a ruler vertically over the work 
and mark 4in (1 0cm) with pins. Count the 
number of rounds/rows between the pins. 
If the number of stitches and rounds/rows 
is greater than those stated in the pattern, 
your gauge is tighter and you should use 
a larger hook. If the number of stitches 
and rounds/rows is less than those stated 
in the pattern, your gauge is looser, so you 
should use a smaller hook. 




Rounds/rows 



Sizes vary widely, from tiny hooks that 
produce a very fine stitch when used with 
threads, to oversized hooks for working 
with several strands of yarn at one time 
to create a bulky fabric. Using a larger or 
smaller hook will change the look of the 
fabric and will also affect the gauge and 
the amount of yarn required. 
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Needles 

Blunt-ended darning or tapestry needles 
are used to sew the projects together. The 
rounded end will prevent any snagging 
and the large eye makes it easy to 
thread the needle with the thicker yarns. 
Embroidery needles come in several sizes 
and types. Two of them used in this book 
are the embroidery needle, which has a 
slightly elongated eye and a sharp point 
to go through the fabric; and the tapestry 
needle, which has a long eye and blunt 
end used for projects that do not pierce 
the fabric. Sewing needles also come in 
a variety of sizes and are used here for 
stitching buttons and beads to finish the 
features of some of the wild animals. 

Substituting yarns 

When substituting yarns, it is important 
to calculate the number of balls required 
by the number of yards or meters per ball 
rather than the weight of the yarn, as 
this varies according to the fiber. Gauge is 
also important. Work a gauge swatch in 
the yarn you wish to use before starting a 
project. Here is a list of the yarns used in 
the projects and the information that will 
help when substituting the yarn, including 
the gauge and a guide to the approximate 
hook size recommended by the 
manufacturers. Note: the manufacturers' 
suggestions on gauge and hook size listed 
here sometimes vary from those stated in 
the patterns. This may be, for example, to 
achieve a looser or denser crocheted fabric 
than is usually created with that yarn.

Reading charts 

Each symbol on a chart represents a stitch; 
each round or horizontal row represents 
one round or row of crochet. For rounds c‘ 
crochet, read the chart counterclockwise, 
starting at the center and working out to 
the last round on the chart. 
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Crochet stitches 

Crochet is produced with one working loop on the hook— unlike knitting, where there 
are several or many stitches on the needle. Basic crochet stitches form various 
interesting patterns and fabrics when combined with each other and 
worked with different types of yarn. 






Slip knot 

Take the end of the yarn and form it into 
a ring. Holding it in place between thumb 
and forefinger, insert the hook through the 
ring, catch the long end that is attached 
to the ball, and draw it back through. 
Keeping the yarn looped on the hook, pull 
through until the loop closes around the 
hook, ensuring it is not tight. Pulling on 
the short end of yarn will loosen the knot; 
pulling on the long end will tighten it. 



Holding the hook 

Hold the hook as you would a pencil, 
bringing your middle finger forward to rest 
near the tip of the hook. This will help 
control the movement of the hook, while 
the fingers of your other hand will regulate 
the tension of the yarn. The hook should 
face you, pointing slightly downward. 

The motion of the hook and yarn should 
be free and even, not tight. This will come 
with practice. 




Holding the yarn 

To hold your work and control the 
tension, pass the yarn over the first two 
fingers of your left hand (right if you 
are left-handed), under the third finger, 
around the little finger, and let the yarn 
fall loosely to the ball. As you work, take 
the stitch you made between the thumb 
and forefinger of the same hand. 

The hook is usually inserted through the 
top 2 loops of a stitch as you work, unless 
otherwise stated in a pattern. A different 
effect is produced when only the back loop 
of the stitch is picked up. 
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Chain (ch) 



1 Pass the hook under and over the yarn 
that is held taut between the first and 
second fingers. This is called "yarn over" 
(yo). Draw the yarn through the loop on 
the hook. This makes one chain. 

2 Repeat step 1 until you have as many 
chain stitches as required, keeping the 
thumb and forefinger of the left hand 
close to the hook. 





Slip stitch (si st) 

Make a practice chain of 10. 

Insert hook into first stitch, yrh, draw 
through both loops on hook. This forms 
1 slip stitch. 

Continue to end. This will give you 10 slip 
stitches (10 sts).

Make a practice chain of 1 8. Skip the 
first 3 chain (these count as the first 
double crochet stitch). 

1 Yarn over, insert hook into the next 
stitch, yarn over and draw back through 
stitch (3 loops on hook). 



2 Yarn over, draw through 2 loops 
(2 loops on hook).

Make a practice chain of 19. Skip the 
first 4 chain (these count as the first 
treble stitch). 

1 Yarn over twice, insert hook into the 
next stitch, yarn over and draw back 
through stitch (4 loops on hook). 




3 Yarn over, draw through 2 loops (1 loop 
on hook). This forms 1 double crochet 
(dc). Repeat steps 1-3 to end of row. 

On the foundation chain of 18 stitches you 
should have 16 double crochet stitches (16 
sts), including the 3 chain at the beginning 
of the row, counted as the first stitch. 




2 (Yarn over, draw through 2 loops) 
three times (1 loop on hook). This 
forms 1 treble (tr). 

Repeat steps 1 and 2 to end of row. On 
the foundation chain of 19 stitches you 
will have 1 6 trebles (1 6 sts), including the 4 
chain at the start, counted as the first stitch. 




Next row 

Turn the work so the reverse side faces 
you. Make 3 chain to count as the first 
double crochet. Skip the first stitch of the 
previous row. Repeat steps 1-3 to the end 
of the row, working 1 double crochet into 
the third of the 3 chain at the beginning 
of the last row. Continue until the desired 
number of rows is complete. Fasten off. 




Next row Turn the work so the reverse 
side faces you. Make 4 chain to count 
as the first tr. Skip the first stitch of the 
previous row. Repeat steps 1 and 2 to 
the end of the row. Continue until you 
have completed the desired number 
of rows. Fasten off. 
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Double treble (dtr) 

Make a practice chain of 20. Skip the 
first 5 chain (these count as the first 
double treble stitch). 

1 Yarn over three times, insert hook 

into the next stitch, yarn over and draw 
back through stitch (5 loops on hook). 

2 (Yarn over, draw through 2 loops) 
four times (1 loop on hook). This 
forms 1 double treble (dtr). 



Repeat steps 1 and 2 to end of the row. 

On the foundation chain of 20 sts you 
should have 1 6 double trebles (1 6 sts), 
including the 5 chain at the beginning 
of the row, counted as the first stitch. 

Next row 

Turn the work so the reverse side faces 
you. Make 5 chain to count as the first dtr. 
Skip the first stitch of the previous row. 
Repeat steps 1 and 2 in each stitch to the 
end of the row. Continue until you have 
completed the desired number of rows. 
Fasten off. 





Joining in colors 



When joining a new color in a continuous 
round, insert the hook into the first stitch 
of the next round, catch the yarn in the 
new color and draw through the stitch. 
Work the first stitch in the new color into 
the same place as the join. 



Fastening off 




Increasing 



To increase one single crochet (2 sc in next 
St), half double (2 hdc in next st) or double 
crochet stitch (2 dc in next st), work two 
stitches into one stitch of the previous row. 
To increase two single crochet stitches (3 sc 
in next st), simply work three stitches into 
one stitch of the previous row. 




To decrease one single crochet (sc2tog), 
insert the hook into the next stitch, yarn 
over and draw back through the stitch 
(2 loops on hook); insert the hook into the 
following stitch, yarn over and draw back 
through the stitch (3 loops on hook), yarn 
over and draw through all three loops on 
the hook. 



When you have finished, fasten off by cutting the yarn around 4Y4in (12cm) from 
the work. Draw the loose end through the remaining loop, pulling it tightly. 
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Finishing touches 

The animals begin to take shape when joining the seams and stuffing the 
crocheted pieces. However, it is the embroidery and stitching of the features 
that gives them an individual character that really brings them to life. 



Seams 



When stitching up your work, use 
clothespins or safety pins to hold the 
pieces together. Here are a couple of 
seams that can be used to finish off 
the crocheted projects. 

Right side seam 

This method produces a strong, flat, and 
invisible seam. It is used when joining 
pieces on the right side of the work, as 
for the neck of the Flamingo. 

1 With wrong sides of the work together, 
attach the yarn to one piece of the 
work to be joined, insert the needle in 
from the back to the front of the other 
piece of the work, catching one loop of 
the edge stitch. Then insert the needle 
a little further along the same piece of 
the work, from the front to the back, 
and draw up the yarn tightly. 

2 Insert the needle into the first piece 

of the work from the front to the back, 
catching one loop of the edge stitch 
as before. Then insert the needle a little 
further along the same edge from the 
back to the front of the work and draw 
up the yarn tightly. Continue in this 
way to the end. 





Woven flat seam 

This brings the edges of the seam together, 
creating a neat and flat finish. With right 
sides together and matching the stitches 
at the edge of the work, place a finger 




between the two pieces to be joined. 

Insert the needle from the front to the back, 
through both pieces under the loops of the 
corresponding stitches at the edge of the 
work. Then insert the needle from the back 
to the front of both pieces, pulling the yarn 
through to draw the seam together. Work 
in and out of each stitch to the end. 



stuffing 

Polyester stuffing is a synthetic fiber that 
is lightweight and washable. Pure wool 
stuffing is a lovely, natural fiber. Durable 
and soft, it can be washed by hand but 
cannot be machine-washed as it will shrink 
and felt. Kapok is a natural fiber with a 
soft, silky texture. It comes from a seedpod 
that is harvested from the Ceiba tree. 

Before stuffing your wild animals, tease 
the fibers by pulling them apart with your 
fingers to make them light and fluffy. 

This will prevent the crocheted piece from 
looking lumpy. Use small amounts at a 
time and build up the filling. The blunt 
end of a knitting needle, crochet hook, 
or a pencil is useful for pushing the 
stuffing into hard-to-reach areas such 
as tails and legs. 
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Embroidery stitches 



Many of the animals are finished off with 
embroidered details to create features and 
impart character. Here are some commonly 
used embroidery stitches. 

French knot 

1 Bring the thread through to the right 
side of the work at the desired position 
the French knot is to be made and hold 
it down with the left thumb. Wind the 
thread twice around the needle, still 
holding it firmly in place. 

2 Insert the needle back into the work, 
close to the point where the thread first 
appeared. Pull the thread through to 
tighten the knot and bring the needle 
back through to the front of the work 
to start another French knot. 




Chain stitch 

Bring the thread through to the right side 
of the work at the position where the 
stitch is to be made and hold it down with 
your left thumb. Insert the needle where it 
first came out and bring it back through a 
little way from the last point, according to 
the length of the stitch you wish to make. 
Pull through, keeping the thread under the 
needle. Repeat to continue the chain. 






Satin stitch 

Work straight stitches side by side and 
close together across a shape. Take care to 
keep the stitches even and the edge neat. 
The finished result will look like satin. 




Stem stitch 

Start by making a tiny stitch. Work from 
left to right, bringing the needle through 
the outline to the center of the stitch. 
Keep the stitches small and the thread 
below the needle. The stitches are slightly 
slanted and work well on curved lines. 




Straight stitch 

This is a single stitch that can be worked 
in varying lengths. It is useful for 
embroidering short lines. 
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Cross stitch 

1 Bring the needle through to the front 
of the work, then take the first stitch 
diagonally from right to left, bringing 
the needle back through in line with the 
point where the first stitch emerged. 

2 Complete the cross stitch by inserting 
the needle back through the work in 
line with the top of the previous stitch, 
from right to left. 





Pompoms 

The rabbit's tail is crocheted incorporating 
loops of chain stitches. A fluffy pompom 
can be made as a simple alternative. 

1 Cut two circles of cardboard to the 
required measurement for the pompom. 
Make a hole in the center of each circle. 
The hole should be around a third of the 
size of the finished pompom. Thread 

a blunt needle with a long length of 
doubled yarn and, with the two circles 
of cardboard together, wind the yarn 
through the hole and around the outer 
edge of the circle. Continue in this way, 
using new lengths of yarn until the hole 
is filled ana the circle is covered. 

2 Cut through the yarn around the 
oute^ edge between the two circles of 
cardboard. Tie a length of yarn securely 
around the middle, leaving long ends 
with which to attach the pompom. 
Remove the cardboard and trim the 
pompom, fluffing it into shape.

Back stitch 

With right sides together, begin by 
working a couple of stitches over each 
other to secure the seam. Bring the needle 
through to the front of the work one stitch 
ahead of the last stitch made. Then insert 
the needle back through the work at the 
end of the last stitch. Repeat to complete 
the seam, making sure your stitches are 
neat and worked in a straight line. 




Safety issues with babies 
and young children 

Care should be taken if crocheting these 
projects for babies and children under 
three years of age. Do not use yarns that 
are prone to shedding loose fibers, and 
ensure that all seams are stitched securely. 
Buttons and beads should not be used for 
eyes. French knots can be embroidered on 
the snake, fox, and monkey instead. The 
buttons used for the eyes of the deer can 
be replaced with crocheted discs, which 
should be securely sewn in place. 

To make %in (lcm)-diameter eye 

Using Sport-weight yarn and B/1-C/2 
hook, wind yarn around a finger a couple 
of times to form a ring, insert the hook, 
catch the yarn and draw back through 
the ring. 

Next: Work 6 sc into the ring. SI st to next 
St and fasten off. Pull on short end of yarn 
to close ring. Sew in place to the face of 
the crocheted animal.
